Do you know how much U east to es- 
tablish that eame Atlantic t A^gentlemaj con- 
nected with the dead and gone house of Phillips, 
Hampton & Co., told me recently that the tlrm 
sunk a hundred and nfty thoiuand dollars in tbe 
Atlantic—no joke intended—and matters that 
bore directly upon it. -It was,' said he 'the reas- 
on of the destruction of the house, though it is 
possible that the storm would hava been 
weathered had not the senior members of. the 
concern died.' -The houae 'paid large prices to 
tbe clique of Boaton savant that controlled the 
magazine, and allowed them to have pretty much 
their own way. It endeavored to secure tbe most 
famous authors of New England, to reconnected 
exclusively with Its house, and to this end paid 
more than any other publishers. It gave Ralph 
Waldo Emerson forty per cent, on theaelling price 
of his 'RcpraentMm Hen,' and other production.. 
a proportion that no other publishing house 
would ofler any book. 'The enterprise .was a 
great deal better for tbe authors than the publish- 
ers; and refuted the theory of Campbell, that 
these two classes were 'natural enemies. Three 
years ago. Beadle, tbe celebrated ""Dime publish- 
er,11-Commenced a' magazine which swallowed 
130,000 before it was suspended. He paid liber- 
ally to authors and artists, und furnished a> good 
publication, but somehow It didn't take. .The 
unsuccessful men ought to imitate tbe example 
of John Murray, father of the present Murray, 
who used to keep a boun'd volume ol tbe defunct 
papers iu a conspicuous place iu his office par- 
lor. When any of tbo numerous literatures abont 
him suggested u paper or magaKiuc that ought to 
pay, and urged him to undertake It, Murray 
would shake bis head, point to .the volume iu 
sight, and then suggest: " There is' tbe tomb of 
£311,000; the tombstone h not worth its cost." 
I learn that Mr. John Heckcr, the well-known 
(here) dealer iu flour and farina, is about to start 
a magazine or newspaper^to put forth his pecul- 
iar views about social life" in general and tbe ad- 
ministration of law and justice in tbe metropolis. 
He has already purchased I printing press and 
some of tbo material lor his new enterprise. After 
sinking a few hundred thousand .dollars, he will 
probnblv be satisfied Unit the world cannot be 
reformed with ease.
